YOUNGSTOWN HIT 
BY EXAMINERS 


Illegal Salary Payments, 
Purchases Charged 
By State 


(B y A ssociated Pres») 
COLUMBUS, Jan. 11 -In an 18- 
month period between Jan. I, 1931, 
and July 31, 1932. state examiners j 
charged in a report today that the j 
I Youngstown 
city 
administration 
made illegal salary payments and j 
illegal purchases totaling $142.815. i 
A total of $4,492 in findings for 
recovery was listed. 
Averting that when city charter j 
provisions conflict with the state i 
i law requiring competitive bids on ; 
j purchases of over $500 the city’s 
provisions must yield, the examiners 
said The burden of the illegal pay­ 
ments lay in Ignoring bids for pur­ 
chases up to $1.000. That minimum 
is set by the Youngstown charter.
